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interest puppets, like the interest dolls, 
miniature. Children delight tiny things, and 
many adults carry this love through life, especially 
those adults with sympathetic understanding 
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children. With group young women studying 
become teachers, the idea making puppet 
show grew from some unusually interesting dolls 
they made their first year training. These 
were the ordinary stocking dolls, but stuffed, dressed, 
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and painted into variety figures startling indi- 
viduality. The girls posed these small persons for 
pictures, and the results were lifelike and amusing 
that the idea came once, not carry these 
dolls step further and make puppet show?” 

fan this small spark into substantial glow 
came Ellen Van Volkenberg’s marionettes giving 
body, and their enthusiasm was divided between 
the dream-like beauty the performance and the 
rapturous appreciation the children the audi- 
ence. Here indeed was project worthy their 
adult skill and ingenuity, future for their dolls, 
gift for the children beauty, poetry, and their 
level appreciation, naive and childlike! The girls 
came away from the theater grieved that their school

year was too nearly over start work once, but 
resolved read, work, and think puppets over the 
summer. 

After all, was just well that there was 
interval time between the first enthusiasm and 
the more sober setting work. gave time for 
sifting out impossibilities from the vague glamour 
imagination. One the first disconcerting discov- 
eries made was that marionette any subtlety 
very complicated and professional mechanism re- 
quiring some fifteen twenty wires and the most 
delicate manipulation. The fact had faced 
that crowded and exacting curriculum does not 
offer the time develop any such mechanism 
skill. This made the girls take stock their aims 
and they formulated few once. First, stating 
negatively, they were not headed towards profes- 
sional puppeteering nor the elaborations perform- 


ance for theater. the contrary, their aim was 
towards puppet show possible for any school and 
usable any schoolroom. must inexpensive 
and sufficiently simple suggestive children. 
With ideas clarified and purpose sobered they turned 
regretfully from the lure the marionette its 
cruder relative, the puppet, worn the arms and 
worked the fingers. This led hasty study 
Punch and Judy and the funny little boxlike theaters 
which they played. After 
seemed hopelessly crude and ugly, and there was 
brief interval discouragement during which they 
experimented with clay heads and swathings for the 

Out this discouragement and experimentation 
the final puppet gradually arrived. Gradually, 
say, because came piecemeal; one portion his 
anatomy one day, another pinned temporarily 
and last taking permanent form, third born 
flash inspiration. Their first love having been 
marionettes, they could not give the charm 
the complete figure for the crudity the legless pup- 
pet; the first problem was make expressive 
head from which body could dangle, and the top 
part that body, they realized, had formed 
chiefly the hand the puppeteer. was 
small problem, and there was nothing puppet lit- 
erature guide them, for Punch and his relatives 
were from the beginning time legless tribe, wag- 
ging wild heads over shapeless bodies. 

The heads and faces were their first concern and 
they turned moldolith medium that would 
lend itself expressiveness and durability. Some 
masks were made and sewed rag doll bodies. 
The bodies got the way their hands and the 
masks were too thin and broke. Whole heads and 
shoulders moldolith were tried, but these were too 
heavy articulate easily. Then came the hollow 
head moldolith with the front and sides the 
neck elongated and punched with holes through 
which the body could sewed. This worked ex- 
cellently and became the accepted form for all 
the heads. 

The body was comparatively simple after rag- 
doll making. made flat torso allow room 
for the hand the puppeteer, and this limp body 
they sewed characteristic legs, weighted the knees 
and the feet that they fell into proper positions. 
this stage the manikins were indescribably weird 
and humorous. 

The clothes were the next problem. Puppets 
with legs meant inventing some device for concealing 
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The King Commands the Lassie Spin Straw into Gold 


the arm the manipulator, and little experimen- 
tation evolved the double cape, made like bag, into 
which the puppeteer could slip her These 
capes differed style with the character the pup- 
pet, but they proved pictorially effective and per- 
fect solution the difficulty. The costumes were 
made from scraps cloth, the only investment be- 
ing thirty cents worth royal ermine—a Woolworth 
fur great charm. spite costuming their 
players from odds and ends, delightful color scheme 
evolved, and the little figures were really beautiful 
when finished. The hands came last, modeled like 
the faces and painted with tempera paints, then 
sewed the sleeves the costume. 

Somewhere the midst this, when the kind 
and size their puppets had been determined, 
period was devoted working out tiny models 
the theater cardboard construction. Here again 
they had work experimentally, for one seemed 
have done quite the thing they were trying do. 
The theater must small enough and light enough 
carry about from room room, yet large enough 
conceal grown-up puppeteers, support curtain, 
and, since the puppets had legs, boast regular stage. 
There was much cutting and folding and pinning and 
argument. Finally form evolved and was drawn 
scale. One change was suggested man- 
ual training expert, and the little plan stood accepted. 
was very simple three-sided screen, six feet tall, 
the middle section being the widest, allow for the 
stage. the back another portion framework 
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and beaverboard was dropped like wall, slightly 
below the level the stage. This made the back- 
ground, concealed the puppeteers from the audience, 
and allowed space for their arms come from 
beneath bearing the puppets. The theater once 
planned was quickly and easily made. Designs and 
color schemes were submitted the students and 
one was selected. The theater was painted soft 
French gray and the design picked out black with 
little touches red-orange. 

The name for the theater was the longest ar- 
riving and then was the curtain that suggested it. 
The first thought for the curtain was the modern 
soft folds velvet-like material pulled back the 
sides. Then some one suggested that the old-fash- 
ioned picture curtain would more interesting 
children, and this was once agreed to. subject 
was suggested—a child looking great rain- 
bow clouds, out which air castles grew, and this 
was most effectively carried out with waxed crayons 
canvas. The name came once—the theater 
“Once Upon and seemed fit both the 
picture curtain and the play. Conventional scen- 
ery was discarded favor white outing flannel 
dyed soft gray blue. This curtain hung straight 
folds the back the stage, taking lovely lights 
and shadows that proved more effective back- 
the small, bright figures the puppets 
than any scenery could have done.

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Meanwhile, through all this, the same girls 
their literature class were working out the dramati- 
zation fairy tale for the theater. Sleeping Beauty 
was the first choice, but the puppets evolved, 
was evident that they were going more humor- 
ous and grotesque than delicate and fairylike, 
was taken. lent itself admir- 
ably puppetry, having broad dramatic interest, 
humor, mystery, and fine chance for the grotesque. 
Once the funny, sardonic face Rumpel-stilts-kin 
was modeled and attached his little gnomelike 
body, his character defined itself for the playwrights. 
became grim Wee Man with queer pity for 
human tears. turn the lassie became piteous 
victim silly father soon her lovely little face 
was made, with its plaintive delicacy and gentle 
appeal. Most interesting all the Miller put forth 
wholly original quirks soon his fat, smug, silly

countenance twinkled complacently his creators. 
was decided once that must become prime 
minister when his daughter became queen. Even 
the colorless character the King’s Page came 
life soon his ludicrous turned-up nose came into 
view. was called with one accord, 
and Hubert developed and never 
dreamed before. the dramatization grew 
around the puppets and even after the play was com- 
pleted lines were added changed because the 
idiosyncrasies the tiny actors who had assumed 
personalities that fairly dominated the human beings 
playing them. 

Rehearsals were first periods wild hilarity 
for the girls. When these manikins their hands 


and brains actually came life, moved, and spoke, 
sometimes with ludicrous inappropriateness, some- 
times with uncanny intelligence and precision, their 
creators were moved the most extravagant en- 
thusiasm. was hard get down laborious 
practice, practice for accuracy movement not 
unlike the toil five-finger exercises. But there 
was solid basis their enthusiasm—a willingness 
work painfully and patiently—that found 
all truly creative work. The puppeteers put long 
hours sitting kneeling the floor positions 
painful behold. Occasionally there would 
heard sounds lamentation. course, you are 
breaking arm, but ahead, what that 
mournful groans would rise the midst 
scenes requiring much action, and you knew that 
order exit Hubert proper style was doubt- 
less mowing down some other character’s devoted 
slave and she was registering anguished protest. 
The end rehearsal marked five wearied pup- 
peteers emerging from cramped quarters, dusty, 
dishevelled, but with enthusiasm undimmed and 
fairly superhuman willingness ‘‘do again.”’ 
Eventually these girls gave eight performances one 
day and evening, and thirteen another. Three casts 
relayed each other, but the work was laborious 
the extreme. The last performance found them 
fatigued, but undaunted, and begging give 
again there was any one left see it. 

The chief joy this project lay, course, the 
process. The fun meeting and solving one 
culty after another, inventing parts, bending 
old forms new patterns—all this had the lure 
exploration strange and enchanting country. 
Like all projects had its weak places. Every girl 
had opportunity try every phase the work, 
but skill and interest are not equally distributed 
along all lines. came actual achievement 
devolved upon two girls make the final five 
masks, remarkable were their results. However, 
one these girls had never worked clay before, 
was new process her. these same two 
girls, extraordinarily gifted art, fell the design for 
theater decoration and the design for the curtain. 
defense this, may said, that neither these 
girls had ever done piece work this kind be- 
fore, and other work had ever done had given 
them the inspiration the scope for the full use and 
development their abilities. the other hand, 
girls markedly lacking hand skill shone the play 
making, and our dramatizing committee consisted 
girls who found the art work particularly discour- 
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aging. the criticism may offered that such 
project merely exploits special talent. Certainly 
does give full rein. the other hand, every 
girl worked some phase the handcraft. 
The whole class made the theater and groups 
painted it, once the design was applied. anat- 
omy and costuming the puppets were accomplished 
piecemeal many girls—one specializing legs, 
another inventing clever pattern which all the 
blouses were made, another fitting the creatures 
appropriate footwear, another taking over the mak- 
ing suitable head gear. Also every girl worked 
the playwrighting; whether successfully un- 
successfully, she had the experience, the practice, 
and the criticism. 

The results might summed this way. 
Every girl gave devotion, interest, and hard work 
this project over period eight weeks. Special 
talent was given full opportunity both handcraft, 
playmaking, and puppeteering; yet average ability 
served none the less devotedly minor parts. 

There was ideal spirit unselfish co-operation. 
Individual achievements were notable. One the 
most original turns the play was suggested 
little Spanish girl, whose unerring sense the 
dramatic made for her difficulties with English. 
The remarkable modeling the puppet heads was 
done one girl whose natural medium was clay, 
and another who had never used before. The 
delicate and imaginative curtain was done 
student not used working colors and process 
new all us. The decoration the theater 
itself, though done young woman trained art, 
opened for her new vista structural design. 
Even puppeteering offered fresh medium expres- 
sion one girl too diffident face audience 
person, but able, under the cloak invisibility, 
play her puppet with fine dramatic effect. 

the whole group came the solidarity swing- 
ing together big piece creative work and carrying 
successful conclusion. Girl after girl volun- 
teered for this little task that big one done 
outside school hours. When the urge came 
having performance ready for the children’s Christ- 
mas, extra rehearsals were called and thousand 
and one odds and ends were necessary. group 
rose them with the sureness and exhilaration 
artists finishing well-loved piece work. There 
was need speak group responsibility 
co-operation; was there. 

The culmination all the joy this work came 
the performances given for the children. The 
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Rumpel-stilts-kin, the Gnome 


puppeteers had the disadvantage being unable 
see their audience, but very young 
gathering for the first performance, seeing was 
unnecessary—the comments being quite audible. 
There was amazed silence first then gusty 
amazement. did you see the thing wave his 
hand?” they isn’t she 
Then long silence they began follow the story. 
This silence was punctuated with occasional chuckles 
the antics the Miller the impressive bows 
Hubert, but for the most part there was breathless 
quiet and absorption. When the curtain fell the 
end the first act one small auditor lifted anxious 
inquiry, they some Being

The audiences differed. The four-year-olds obvi- 
ously could not follow the story, but liked the actions, 
and one was reminded the medieval name for

appeal. The five and six year olds followed the 
main facts the plot. Between acts they wondered 
whether the straw would really spun into gold, and 
later would Rumpel-stilts-kin get the baby, but much 
the dialogue escaped them and was the picture 
and the that held them breathless the 
end. After all made its strongest appeal the 
middle grades, was expected. These children had 
full intellectual grasp the tale, they could follow 
the dialogue; the mystery and suspense the plot 
held them and they seemed fall under the same 
spell that held the adults—the spell the pictorial 
beauty the tiny actors. Their attention was rapt, 
their appreciation intense, and for the creators the 
puppet show the enthusiasm the children came 


with the joy fulfillment. The puppets had come 
into their own and now remained for another 
puppet show spring into being and mean other 
children all that this one had meant the grown-up 
children who created it. 

educational project the theater 
Upon leads some interesting conclusions. 
the first place the children’s passionate attention, 
their naive bursts enthusiasm, proved that 
entertainment their level appreciation could 
still absorb them spite the highly spiced 
which many them are accustomed. 
This suggests that the schools and community centers 
have fresh field for ministering the recreational 
life the children. The old Punch and Judy were 
grotesque, crude, often coarse, but undeniably enter- 
taining many generations children. The pup- 
pets this little theater are humorous and childlike 
their appeal, but they have the added charm 
beauty and they play story that has genuine art 
value both dramatically and pictorially. 

Other plays will follow and the children will 
have the joy watching their beloved tales come 
life, preserving, through. the puppets, the atmosphere 
illusion and fairy-like unreality, that impossible 
when human beings play the parts. The spell 
these tiny actors undeniable. If, therefore, they 
offer plays that satisfy the child intellectually, 
they preserve his ethical integrity, feed his sense 
beauty, and kindle his imagination, then the theater 
“Once Upon justifies itself, for 
giving that worthy joy that ministers the life the 
spirit.

HILE teachers may broad enough and 
flexible enough view the slow procession 
dead, sick, and live germs method which 
they have opened their school head doors, they have 
not yet, generally speaking, found the live germ. 
Why this? First, because there 
and loyal feeling for the dead, sympathetic and 
nurturing call the sick, and horror the energy 
and noise that real live one can make. What 
kindergartner expect from her critics, the 
upper grade teachers, when her schoolroom her 
school head does not define the sympathetic 
student her methods, definite character? 

explaining the freer method today 
not waste energy the archaic minds which not 
dare see, and should not need explain what 
mind, keeping pace with child needs, can see, 
when life, energy, activity, what you will, the 
keynote the kindergarten method. 

The question choice method certainly 
not what the teacher believes but what she dares 
believe. Every plan building and every build- 
ing organization material working hands. 
Now this true, why does any teacher hesitate 
lead her children such environment which meets 
the satisfaction his instinct conquer the materials 
his surroundings, that they become expres- 
sion himself? let say, aiding teacher 
choose method, that she has her key which opens 
the door action, material, choice. Why should 
she hampered rules and regulations and 
standards every one but the builders themselves, 
when the materials before her eyes (children and 
forms nature) are together? They will create 
one method certainly and truly they will 
create thousand problems. So, second 
definite step, let say she does not inject method 
all—it there. What then? guide? No. 
guide knows where she going. She not 
guide. She all-seeing, fair-minded, merciful, 
wise, temperate, experienced judge. She helps un- 
ravel the problems their less mature minds and 
keeps peace the tiny world society five 
years age, not defining peace silence, but 
peace directed and organized energy.

educational advantage, beginning with the kindergarten, and when come recognize prev- 
alent waves crime, anarchy and unrest, the tragic results neglecting the impressionable years 
childhood, the kindergarten will considered necessity, not luxury. 
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Method and Equipment Which will Make for Continuity 
Through Kindergarten and Elementary Schools

this paper discuss method and equip- 
ment its relation continuity plan and 
purpose through kindergarten and elementary classes 
may well consider first some the factors 
which have operated opposition this ideal. 

Probably one the chief causes the unfortu- 
nate gap the progress through kindergarten and 
elementary school has been the great difference 
the equipment used. This difference easy 
account for. When the kindergarten entered the 
field, the primary school had behind long estab- 
lished traditions. The old-time benches accom- 
modating many children had been replaced 
double seats and these turn had given way 
single seats. Each improvement had contributed 
towards the establishment strict discipline and the 
prevention disturbing communication among the 
children. Our ideals mechanical, not military, 
procedure had developed with these improvements 
furnishings. When primary room was 
furnished there was question the matter other 
than choice among different styles little desks 
and the building committee bought the best its purse 
would permit. 

Into this settled condition things came the 
kindergarten, like comet across the path well 
ordered universe. private institution had 
proved its worth and must now become part the 
public system, but there were traditions control 
it. Indeed, the building committees had not even 
superficial knowledge what was needed and were 
obliged rely the advice commercial agents, 
who, course, made the list necessities long 
possible and the public kindergarten 
only rich communities able afford expensive 
luxuries. 

was inevitable that the primary teacher should 
begin compare her tools with those her new 
neighbor and feel resentful, particularly her sup- 
plies had been reduced somewhat because the 
expense the new department. was inevitable 
also that she should look askance upon the methods 
the kindergarten, and, being untrained its 


theory, she interpreted its value the light her 
own experience. When these little people, who had 
been trained play games and encouraged talk 
freely, came into her domain was little harder 
get them fitted into the stiff desks and make 
them conform her ideas law and order. There- 
fore she said, kindergarten failure. 
spoils the 

the other hand, when 
teacher saw the shy little blossoms which had, after 
much encouragement, been coaxed into little self- 
confidence the kindergarten again reduced docile 
inactivity the rigid discipline the primary she 
sighed and said, good work gone for 
And the gap began and continued widen until 
far-seeing educators caught new vision what 
may and set diligently about building bridge 
across it. Now there are strong indications that 
shall still further and finally turn the two currents 
into one channel. 

are just beginning understand the full 
meaning ‘‘Come let live with our 
first helped substitute for the labored 
acquisition abstract facts supposed useful, 
playful process which from our adult point view 
suited the undeveloped but active minds little 
children. This was great step forward, but, even 
so, school was still very different place from home 
with formal atmosphere and autocratic method 
—albeit, the autocrat was very kind and gentle and 
led the way games and happy plays most the 
time. 

Our latest and, believe, our best interpretation 
not only based genuinely democratic ideals, 
but seeks break down the barrier which has 
separated home and school that school shall 
become extension the best homes which all 
children may share. Instead imposing upon little 
children our ideas what think they should like 
have gone about with them find out what 
they really under natural, happy conditions, and 
are bringing back into the school our transform- 
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ing discoveries, not alone the kindergarten but, 
what much more significant, into the primary 
school well. 

The keynote therefore up-to-date furnishings 
suitability the child’s needs and point view. 
Since the needs and desires children not change 
radically the sixth birthday, there reason 
why there should change the school atmos- 
phere, and really progressive schools where this 
idea has been well carried out both kindergarten 
and primary, hard tell which which, except 
the maturity the children. 

comparing the old with the new, one 
impressed with the bigness things the new. 
Instead tiny imitations for each individual child, 
full-sized and real things are provided for co-opera- 
tive use. There are blocks with which build 
houses large enough play in. There are boards 
and tools from which make chairs large enough 
sit and tables match them. There are large 
dolls which have clothes that button and unbutton 
just like those real folks, and these dolls become 
real members the social group demanding much 
thoughtful care. 

From time time there are live rabbits and other 
pets visitors which need food and care. There are 
real tools—hammers and saws, together with scraps 
wood and plenty nails, which tempt even timid 
ones venture into the realm mechanics and with 
which the sturdy ones conjure marvelous airplanes 
and automobiles and many other modern inventions 
not often found school course hand work. 

But, after all, when stop think about it, 
why should the twentieth century child who took 
journey automobile before was month old, 
who recognized Daddy’s voice over the telephone 
before could talk, who played with typewriter 
before spilled his first bottle ink, who takes 
airplanes and submarines matter course—why, 
forsooth, should the school transport this child 
back into the remote centuries and force him 
trudge his weary way step step modern 
times because adults are overwhelmed with the 
complicated mysteries these things which are new 
us, but which are everyday commonplaces the 
child who has known nothing else his whole life? 
Experience proving that under stimulating con- 
ditions the children will grasp ideas and execute 
processes successfully much earlier than have 
thought possible—provided only that leave them 


free grow into the new idea instead forcing 
upon them. 


Another striking feature progressive equipment 
the cozy sociable grouping little chairs about 
small tables, which encourage conversation con- 
trast the old law against whispering, the supply 
low shelves and cupboards where books, tools, and 
the most used materials well individual belong- 
ings are conveniently kept. result children 
early develop sense individual responsibility 
for the care materials and for their own conduct.

Modern method emphasizing more and more 
that school education not ‘‘preparation for 
but life—life the level the child’s experience 
and dealing with the important things his present 
world. But life the level the child’s present 
world would incomplete did not imitate the 
affairs the big adult world and constantly strive 
toward its ideals, therefore make-believes and minia- 
tures play large part the formation habits most 
useful later full-fledged citizens. 

are not advocating these modern innova- 
tions easy methods. vastly easier control 
fifty children masse Prussian ideal military 
discipline than guide and direct twenty-five 
who are reasonably free act naturally upon their 
own impulses helping them choose the better 
way. 

Nor are advocating wholesale introduction 
these new methods. The platform the National 
Council Primary Education demands freedom for 
both pupil and teacher, but places equal emphasis 
upon the need high professional standards and 
requirements. One superintendent said, 
provide movable seats but what shall with 
immovable Very little anything 
gained imposing innovations upon unprepared 
unsympathetic teachers. teacher with formal 
ideals will create formal atmosphere the midst 
the most progressive type equipment, while 
teacher with less conservative ideals will find ways 
overcoming the limitations fixed seats and rigid 
course study. 

Every city system should maintain least one 
demonstration school where new ideas are tried out 
and adapted local conditions under the leadership 


thoroughly competent teacher, and where the 


local observe and catch the spirit 
process before attempting for themselves. Sure

the foregoing premises are accepted, the 
essential elements continuity plan and purpose 
through kindergarten and early grades are: 

First, realization that there break the 
age six the child’s natural development; second, 
teaching force which trained harmony with 
progressive ideals, teach little children, e., one 
course for both kindergarten and primary least 
close relationship between the two; third, organi- 
zation subject-matter which presupposes much 
freedom method for the teacher and ample oppor- 
tunity for the child exercise choice and initiative 
activities the level his own experience; 
fourth, equipment which recognizes the child’s need 
for physical activity and provides opportunity for 
much experimentation with the common materials, 
order that may gain abundant first-hand 
experience with things and how they behave. 

These ideals are far enough ahead common 
practice offer goal and yet they are far from 
visionary. Indeed they are well established facts 
already our best schools. are maintain 
our American ideals democracy, what found 
worth while the best schools must made possible 
all schools. This will eventually 
financial support our schools. are abundantly 
able nation provide all that needed for the 
best sort training for all the nation’s children, 
but this the introduction new methods 
public opinion must first educated. Once 
can awaken desire for these things will easy 
get them. While constantly search find out 
better methods our work, must keep close 
touch with the great public and create sympathy 
for the discoveries our research.

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Suggestions for Deriving Standards Measuring Achieve- 
ments Kindergarten-Primary Children 


Carl Franzen, Drake University, Des Moines 


EFORE dealing with the actual attempt 
measure the achievement kindergarten- 
primary children, will well discuss briefly the 
theory individual differences and its application 
intelligence testing. According 
accepted theory the original nature man, 
every individual birth different the con- 
struction the cell combinations that make the 
nervous system whose centers are the brain, 
external bodily features and characteristics. 
Just there are countless variations the veining 
leaves that grow the same tree, there are 
similar variations the possible arrangement and 
myelinization the neurones different individuals. 
Consequently, stands reason that there are all 
kinds possibilities and limitations the develop- 
ment any one brain. 

the outward manifestation this develop- 
ment give the name intelligence, but define 
intelligence terms that will agreed all 
impossible task. two recent numbers Edu- 
cational Psychology more than dozen psychologists 
have attempted give many interpretations 
this term. The speaker prefers define intelligence 
innate capacity acquire knowledge power. 
Since this possession belongs the child from birth, 
extremely desirable that tested out before 
entering school order that may not admitted 
unless has reached grade intelligence that 
will permit him the work the kindergarten 
first grade. The problem retardation, always 
serious one, can here met and halted before ever 
the child enters school. 

The objection once made the part those 
who teach small systems that there place 
send the child until ready for his first year’s 
school work. only answer that you must, 
perforce, make the best your situation you 
have always done; but, where the school system 
large enough and financially able, these subnormal 
children should immediately sent special 
school, there receive such training will enable 
them within year two enter the regular school. 

There are two ways testing intelligence: one 


the individual method, exemplified Terman’s 
revision the Binet test, and the other the group 
method, employed Dearborn al. The group 
method much more economical time and has the 
further advantage that does not demand special 
training its administration does the individual 
method. 

But account must taken the fact that 
intelligence not the sole criterion future success, 
and that intelligence tests are not the only tests 
given child. Intelligence but one the many 
factors whose product called personality, and, 
before can make safe and sure prognosis 
individual’s possibilities, must work along such 
lines the testing his ability originate, 
concentrate, his possession grit, energy, and similar 
qualities. 

After the child has been admitted school 
will necessary test his achievement order 
have basis which promote him. Standard 
achievement tests have been worked out for the 
elementary school for grades three and on, but none 
these tests can used for grades below the third 
for two reasons: first, because they deal with sub- 
jects that are more content order, and, second, 
because they depend much upon reading and writ- 
ing. Consequently there necessity for different 
type test for the primary grades which will not 
difficult administer. 

Tests measuring the achievement kindergarten 
children should based the average achievement 
several thousand children, because satisfactory 
norms can obtained only from the measurement 
large group. literature and oral expression, 
standardized stories equal value can selected 
and administered the same fashion Gray’s Tiny 
Tad, where the youngster reproduces 
orally the teacher and also answers list set 
questions show his comprehension the story. 
this way tested for his ability remember, 
reproduce, and comprehend. The chief difficulty 
with this test that has administered 
individually and consequently consumes much time, 
but the only means available present. 
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For plays, games, and rhythms, score card 
could provided which would evaluate the child’s 
ability imitate and originate, and measure his 
degree muscular control.

clay, sand, paper, drawing, etc., standard models for 
reproduction standard stories expressed 
various forms hand work should given the 
children, and score card supplied measure varying 
degrees excellence form, line, originality, faith- 
fulness adhering the model, balance, and propor- 
tion.

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Industrial and Fine Arts Basis the Project Method 
Edna Hood, Kenosha, Wis. 


HERE have been four distinct stages the 
teaching industrial art. The first stage 

was that the so-called sample work. The psychol- 
ogy this period was that was necessary 


acquire the tools, the stitches, etc. When these 


had been thoroughly learned the pupils applied 
these stitches upon some article. 

The second stage was that making some 
article and learning the stitches the same time. 
This stage was some improvement over the first 
one. ‘The trouble with the second period was that 
there was motive back it. All the class usually 
made the same article and then hunted around 
find use for it. This was poor psychology. 

The third period was that student needing 
garment and making that particular article. 
one noted writer has said, great difference 
between making article and then hunting around 
find need and needing some definite article 
and making This psychology was im- 
provement over the first and second stages, 

The fourth and best stage was that the pupils 
feeling need for article articles for the com- 
munity and then making them. have 
the social industrial art, may called the 
project method. involves the co-operation 
the group. There must participation the 
group. social problem then becomes the 
problem which has been set the group. 

There should subject-matter which does 
not come experience, because teaching should 
only through experience. Subject-matter never 
can put into the child from without, must 
come from within. Learning active. Learning 
the reaching out the mind. For these reasons 
the project method the only live method, not 
only industrial and fine arts, but also all sub- 
jects and all teaching. Industrial and fine arts 
may the backbone the school curriculum 
which all other studies are related. This kind 
curriculum social one. 


Correlation Industrial and Fine Arts 


Project first grade: Food, shelter, and cloth- 
ing their relation the child’s experience and 


need. How these three affect the conduct the 
pupils. 

Motive: pupil grade one brought doll 
school. night she offered let the doll remain 
school that the children might enjoy the 
next day. One lad offered help build doll 
house. The other children were co-operate. 
the teacher said, ‘‘we will appoint 
our committees and plan the house.”’ 

The following day there was brief talk between 
the pupils and teacher. The following questions 
were raised thought about: what are homes 
made? Why are some houses made wood and 
some brick? Which last the longer? Why? Which 
the cheaper the two? Why? Where does the 
wood come from? The brick? The children decided 
that they would build their house wood. One 
lad brought large wooden box which thought 
would help the making the house. The box 
was taken apart and the nails withdrawn from the 
wood the children. The children decided that 
the size the house must determined. One 
pupil suggested that the house made large enough 
for the doll. The doll was measured. Each room 
must higher than the measurement the doll. 
Four rooms were decided upon, one room upstairs, 
and three the first floor. Stairs must made 
leading the upper room. Measurements for 
these were required. 

rough sketch the rooms was made, with 
view answering these questions: Are rooms 
higher than they are Why should they be? 
there anything above the upstairs? Why? 
attic desirable thing house? there any- 
thing below the first What this used for? 
Shall plan have attic and What 
kinds rooms must house have? Shall make 
the rooms all the same Why? 

For their arithmetic the children measured the 
doll, planned the house and each room; planned the 
making the stairs. The putting together the 
house formed their construction activity. 

The reading lessons were made the children 
with the making this house basis. Directions 
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which had followed were written the black- 
board, hence arose need for careful reading. 

The next step was brought about one child 
asking the house could not painted. This led 
the discussion kinds paint, paint brush, 
purchase each, study color, etc. The follow- 
ing questions were discussed and answered: What 
colors are used painting houses? Why? When 
you pick out color what you think? Why? 
How often should house painted? Why? 

Sample books color paints were brought 
school and the children voted upon color for the 
house. This the best kind fine art work know 
the first grade. Next came the suggestion 
from the pupils that the walls papered. Samples 
wall paper were examined. There arose desire 
make the wall paper. This led work design. 
What kind wall paper best for kitchen? 
Why? What kind best for living-room? Why? 
Bedroom? And bath room? work design, 
arithmetic, and reading were based upon this new 
problem wall-paper making. careful record 
each original design was made. children voted 
upon the best design for each separate room. 

The foundation the house was our next step. 
trip was taken the seashore for stones, because 
one lad suggested that the outside the foundation 
could made look like real foundation the 
cementing stones together. Nature study was 
now introduced natural order events, the best 
kind all nature work. The children placed the 
stones around the foundation the house and 
discovered that they would not They 
discovered that foundations needed cement. 
simple recipe was made older class and the 
stones put together. Reading, writing, nature study, 
fine arts and industrial arts were all correlated 
the following ways: 


(1) Number and kinds stones. 
best fitted for this purpose. 

(2) How were they cemented together? 

(3) What color paint the foundation? Why? 

(4) Reading and writing about the trip taken.

The next project was the making rugs for the 
floors and study this was started under these 
different heads: (a) Kind rugs. (b) Cost 
rugs. (c) Purpose different kinds. (d) How 
Which rugs use living room, 
bath room, kitchen, bedroom? Thechildren 
decided upon rag rug for the bath room and kitchen 
and woolen carpet rug for the living room. This 


was splendid work color and design, the work 
measurements, and construction activities. 

Simple furniture was the next project. Various 
pieces, chairs, tables, etc., were made the chil- 
dren. These were painted and fine arts again 
introduced. 

The study food was carried out. Proper food 
was discussed under the following points: Kinds 
food mother gives for breakfast, lunch, and 
dinner. Why? Cost food. How prepared? 
use the same food winter summer? Why? 
Where does bread come from? Who makes it? 
Where does the grain come from? Which cheaper, 
buy food make it? Simple kinds food may 
prepared the class room, toast, jellies, butter, 
cheese, cookies, and pies. This will form splendid 
basis for arithmetic, fine arts, and reading. Children 
love make story about their own activity and 
one activity leads further activity. All this 
work cannot help but have direct bearing upon 
the conduct the child. 

Sewing will come natural need for the 
care the doll. Simple dresses may made, 
clothing may studied under the following heads: 
(a) Where get material for our dresses? Where 
does mother get it? Who pays for Where does 
the storekeeper get it? (b) use the same 
kind material for winter for summer? 
(c) For house dresses does mother use woolen 
wash goods? Why? Name some dresses not 
wash water. Why? These projects lead the 
care clothing, body, and the home.

Music the Lincoln School 


ROBABLY there school the country 
which has attracted more interest than the 
Lincoln School New York conducted during the 
past four years under the auspices Teachers Col- 
lege and the General Education Board. said 
that nearly two thousand teachers have visited this 
experimental school during the last four years. 

writer the New York Times gives account 
the activities the school, states its fundamental 
principles clearly, and corrects some misapprehen- 
sions regarding the work. emphasizes the fact 
that the school not exclusive, except neces- 
sity limiting its numbers. types recent 
immigration are represented, along with good deal 
old Colonial stock. The children num- 
ber multimillionaires are balanced the chil- 
dren coachmen and butlers. There are, be- 
sides, the children some the best-known art- 
ists America, students and practitioners 
public affairs, and school teachers, college profes- 
sors, and educational experts. 

The writer calls attention the fact that, with 
mental measurements easily available, the school 
could have been filled with intellectual prodigies, 
but that this has been avoided. also points out 
what the Lincoln School not:

our Soon were obliged contrib- 
ute additional hammers, saws, and nails, until now 
have quite collection tools, including 
anvil made from old flatiron. 

still collect cigar boxes, but, addition, ob- 
tain from grocery store many small wooden boxes, 
which afford material for endless projects. The 
first use the cigar box was for furniture—tables 
leading. Using blocks for legs the children soon 
learned vary the styles. Couches came next. 
They turned the box upside down, nailed the cover 
for back, and small piece each side. Next 
came chairs—plain little baby chairs first—until 
now one will attempt make chair without 
the better grade wood (from the grocery boxes) 
and every single chair must have rounds.

The furniture subsided, and its place 
came the automobile. The same old cigar box, with 
four checkers for wheels, engine made from old 
triangular blocks, lights from old beads, long nails 
for brakes, candy box covers for tops, seats vari- 
ous sized blocks and boards. Every known part 
the machine was taken care and had use 
care indeed not mistake touring car for truck 
the making. Our auto-making project lasted 
long time and had many lessons vocabulary 
building, number work (counting and marking), 
and some reading, too (sign making). 

One day child brought small paper aero- 
plane and promptly another project was launched. 
Crude planes first, course, until finally paper 
ones were spurned and had give the cylin- 
drical blocks increasingly competent workmen. 
The aeroplane project lasted until snowstorm came 
remind that the birds had sheltering places. 
Everything gave way bird houses—all sizes, all 
styles, all shapes and colors. Every teacher the 
building emptied her chalk boxes for and she, 
return, gained bird house for herself. had 
houses with roosts inside, houses with verandas, 
houses with rain protectors, even one with swing. 
Boys and girls alike enjoyed the work the carpen- 
ter’s bench, corner the room which was con- 
stant use. 

Another favorite material was clay. The first 
project was marbles which were painted 
nished. Then came beads, painted, strung, and 


taken home gifts the mothers. The clay work 
ceased rather suddenly and did not return until five 
six weeks later when was revived the form 
well-made dishes, bath tubs for the birds. Later 
sugar bowls, jars, and two splendid ash trays that 
replaced two broken home accident were 
made. 

regretted our lack dolls the extent 
making four five ourselves from old stockings. The 
children loved them much, sewed, washed, and even 
rigged very crude doll carriage from old broken 
kindergarten chairs order take them out for 
mother came one day and seeing the 
arrangement told she had old doll carriage 
her attic that might have. Imagine our joy 
few days later behold good, strong, newly painted 
carriage, with all the fixings, and lovely big doll 
named Barbara majestically sitting inside. This 
one piece equipment was joy forever. 

The sewing project bloomed like flowers after 
April shower and two little girls even made dresses 
for themselves from old summer skirts mine. 
Though the boys loved Barbara and wheeled her out, 
they did not sew for her nor any washing iron- 
ing. While the girls were thus busy the boys played 
original games,—garbage man, traffic officer, boys’ 


‘club, moving pictures, hospital, firemen, man, 


etc. This play invariably required the blocks, the 
sand table, the small chairs, and tables. were 
handicapped our lack books the 
game, but our kindergarten club plans launch 
moving picture show procure the necessary 
funds. 

Where these games originated was sometimes 
difficult One morning six boys took out all 
the pegs and boards, going through many operations 
that could not understand until the leader in- 
formed that was candle factory. The games 
were seldom repeated and if, hook crook, 
could induce the children repeat the activity 
was never the same. The heart was gone, 
was work then, not play all.

Papier-Mache Food for the Doll Table 


TEA party the doll’s table made much 
more interesting the addition play food served 
the little dishes. Since have had papier-mache 
food our kindergarten scarcely day passes with- 
out elaborate luncheon church dinner the 
doll corner. 

This paper food almost indestructible allowed 
dry thoroughly before using. made follows: 

Materials: Three four cups crepe paper 
toweling newspaper, torn cut fine. One half 
cup paste and one half cup water mixed well. 


Stir all together and knead thoroughly until the 
mixture resembles bran mash. Squeeze out the 
water and mold the mixture into various forms re- 
sembling food, such apples, pies, cakes, loaves 
bread, doughnuts, ducks, chickens, etc. 

Leave the food dry for three four days. 
When dry, paint with appropriate colors. White 
enamel mixed with powdered barn paints with 
pulverized colored chalk makes durable coating.

The next day about dozen gunny sacks were 
brought school make the top part the tent. 
These were cut, then sewed together, 
draped over the top the blocks, making very 
realistic tent. The camp was not complete without 
flag, the children made flag pole out blocks 
and the flag was put top. 

The next thing decide was name for the 
camp. Many were suggested but the one most 
favored was “American Camp Boy 


Then uniforms were needed. made hats out 
round pieces heavy brown paper, hole cut 
the middle for the head size, and four strips paper 
pasted crisscross make the crown. These hats 
fit well and looked quite like the Scout sombrero. 
White tissue paper napkins, decorated with colored 
crayons, were the bandannas. 

One small boy brought pictures Scouts around 
camp fire. With wood and blocks they played 
build camp fire. The children sat around and 
this gave wonderful opportunity for original story 
telling. also led the very important sub- 
ject fire prevention, not only the home but 
the forest. The camp fire was inspiration, too, 
for group singing.
